S et up as a Public W orks Ad­ 
m inistration project, th e construc­ 
tion work was done by em ployes se­ 
cured from the PW .A . lists, w ith 
the exception of th e skilled w ork­ 
men 
and 
supervisory 
force. 
Al­ 
though as m any as 58 m en were 
employed on th e job a t one tim e, 
the average num ber w ho found work 
there was about 35, W illiam s stated. 
Of the total contract price of $43,331, 
about $12,000 represented labor costs. 
Nearly 63 tons of steel were placed 
in the building, w hich m easures 61 
by 96 feet on th e outside. 
The 
height of th e stru ctu re from th e 
ground floor level to th e peak of 
the roof is 44 feet. 
About 65,000 
bricks were used in addition to 20,- 
000 concrete blocks.

STORE WINDOW 


Badly burned about the face 
and hands in a freak gas ex­ 
plosion in the rear of her hus­ 
band’s new storeroom 
in 
the 
third block of York street about 
ll o’clock (E.S.T.) Tuesday eve­ 
ning, Mrs. Margaret Balmer. 35, 
246 York street, is a patient in 
the Warner hospital today. She 
is suffering from first, second 
and third degree burns. 
Mrs. B alm er was alone in the 
storeroom when the blast occurred 
She had lighted one burner of a 
th ree-b u rn er gas plate located In 
a sm all room under the stairw ay 
th a t leads to the second floor a t the 
rear of the storeroom . 
She passed 
through 
a swinging door to the 
m ain store and lunch room to secure 
a piece of m eat she intended to use 
in m aking a sandwich. 
Right Hand Burned 
W hen she returned to the small 
room a m inute or two later, she 
found the gas flame had been ex­ 
tinguished. apparently fanned out 
by the swinging door a few feet 
aw'ay. 
Mrs. Balm er struck a second 
m atch and Ignited th e hot gas-laden 
air of th e sm all com partm ent. 
The 
resulting flash Inflicted the burns, 
although no parts of her clothing 
were ignited. 
Her rig h t hand, th a t 
in which she held the m atch, was 
reported to be the m ost seriously 
burned.

large cardboard sign In the window 
was hurtled through th e opening 
and was found In the street.
